HAVE A SMOKE? 
/ ON State University stu- 
dents, digging in a cave in 
Camelback Mountain, have uncoy- 
ered remains of the earliest human 
occupation of the Salt River Val- 
ley. Although it has not yet been 


dated by the Carbon 14 process, 
the lower remains are believed to be 
thousands of years old. 

Interesting item: In the top lay- 
ers, certainly many centuries old, 
excavators found dozens of bundles 
of cigarettes, often with solid pieces 
of salt which were quarried from a 
salt deposit in the bedrock. 

Each bundle of cigarettes was of 
four or a multiple of four, still a 
ritual number in many southwest- 
ern Indian tribes. 

The cigarettes were fashioned 
of segmented reed, with tobacco or 
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aromatic bark stuffed above the 
joint. Tiny holes were often pierced 
through the already porous joint to 
aid in drawing the smoke.

VEN CONFIRMED § believers 
know that every rattling chain 
doesn’t have a “thing” behind it. 
At the same time skeptics should 
understand that every hoax doesn’t

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POSTSCRIPT 
ECENTLY we discussed the 
crash of an Air Force trans- 
port plane near Orting, Wash. Just 
before the crash the stricken plane 
radioed McChord Air Force Base: 

We have hit something, or some- 
thing has hit us. 

Following is a summary of this 
crash which has been given to FATE 
Magazine by the Department of 
the Air Force: 

“The pilot of the C-118 air- 
craft was requested by the Radar 
Approach Control Facility to with- 
draw from the landing traffic pat- 
tern to permit the required pri- 
ority to landing jet aircraft. A 
short time later the pilot was noti- 
fied that the landing traffic pat- 
tern was clear of jet traffic and 
that he would be able to re-enter 
for a practice landing. 

“The pilot stated his altitude to 
be 2,000 feet Mean Sea Level and 
he was requested, for radar identi- 
fication, to turn to a magnetic head- 
ing of 220 degrees. Two minutes 
later, the pilot stated by radio, 
that the aircraft had struck some- 
thing. He stated that the right out- 
board propeller was uncontrollable 
and he requested a straight in ap- 
proach to the airfield. Prior to 
reaching the airfield, the right out- 
board section of the aircraft wing 
fell away from the aircraft which 
rolled into a steep dive.

MYSTERY OF THE RED SPOT 
Se SURFACE of Jupiter, the 


largest planet of our solar sys- 
tem, is hidden under a cloud cover 


hundreds of miles thick, according 


to the best astronomical informa- 
tion. 

The whole enormous planet, 
which has 10 times the diameter of 
Earth, revolves on its axis in about 
10 hours. 

Upon the surface of Jupiter can 
be seen a number of “red spots” of 
varying size,which appear and dis- 
appear. 

But there is one, called the 
“Great Red Spot”, which covers an 
estimated 200 million square miles 
in area—larger than the entire land 
and water surface of the Earth.

HILE THE WORLD has 
been discussing and describ- 
~ ing the now-famed Dead Sea 
Scrolls, a far more important dis- 
-~——covery of sacred documents was 
made in Egypt in 1946 and is just 
now becoming generally known. 
Authority for this view is Dr. 
Oscar Cullman, professor of Early 
Christianity at the Sorbonne in 
Paris and recently Visiting Profes- 
sor at Union Theological Seminary. 
Dr. Cullman, referring to a group 
~ of documents which include the so- 
called “Gospel of St. Thomas”—an 
ancient manuscript containing 114 
sayings attributed to Jesus—many 
of them previously unknown, said: 
“The discovery of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls pertaining to a Jewish sect 
at Qumran has been made known 
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Dead Sea Scrolls and contains hitherto unknown words of Jesus.

to the general public through a ver- 
itable flood of publications and lec- 
tures,” said Dr. Cullman. “On the 
other hand, the discoveries that 
were made in upper Egypt at the 
same time, in 1946 and the follow- 
ing years, are much less well known. 


And yet the document from these 


discoveries is in a more direct way 
a matter of consideration for the 
New Testament than the Dead Sea 
Scrolls. 

“When it first became known in 
America that the words of Jesus 
had been found, the newspapets, 
without knowing anything further 
than that, spoke of a ‘fifth gospel.’ 
Such a statement is completely 
false, in that we have had for a 
long time apocryphal gospels and 
we know that none of these gospels 


30 


can be put on the same level as our 
four canonic gospels. 

“At the same time, the document 
is much more important than all 
the other apocryphal gospels, in 
that it contains a large number of 
words of Jesus which could be as 
old as the material in the canonic 
gospels.” 5 

These sayings ascribed to Jesus 
“are capable of enriching and fur- 
thering our understanding of the ca- 
nonic gospels,” Dr. Cullman stated. 

Dr. Cullman, a native of Stras- 
bourg, France, served for four years 
as director of the Student House in 
Thomasstift in Strasbourg, a post 
held previously by Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer. 

The Gospel of Thomas was dis- 
covered among 44 treatises written 
in the Coptic language. It is the 
only one of the 44 which has not 
been published. The treatises were 
divided among 13 papyrus books 
bound in leather. Peasants discoy- 
ered them in Upper Egypt about 
60 miles from Luxor, in a jar 
standing in an old tomb cut in 
limestone cliffs. 

The Jung Institute in Zurich pur- 
chased one manuscript. The others 
are in the Coptic Museum in Cairo, 
Egypt. However, photographs of 
the texts are available outside of 
Egypt. 

In his lecture Dr. Cullman ob- 
served that a large number of the 

' sayings contained in the documents 
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can be found word for word in the 
New Testament gospels, Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John. But, unlike 
the four canonic gospels, the Gos- 
pel of Thomas does not give any 
personal information about Jesus 
and it lacks narrative connection 
between the sayings attributed to 
Jesus. Dr. Cullman states that this 
mew “Gospel” reflects the Gnostic 
movement, 

“The Coptic manuscripts,” he 
said, “were written in the third or 
fourth century but go back to 
Greek originals which are much 
older, some parts probably being 
from the first half of the second 
century.” 

The contents of the document 
were first revealed by Dr. Henry 
Charles Puech, Professor of Early 
Christianity at the College of 
France in Paris. He will publish 
them sometime this year. 

It was during 1946 that the lime- 
stone cliffs near Luxor, Egypt yield- 
ed up these 13 ancient leatherbound 
books. 

Knowledge of the discovery of 
one 1,700-year-old document, 
which led to the finding of these 
important books, came to the direc- 
tor of the Coptic Museum of Egypt 
in 1947. The Museum purchased 
the leather-covered mass of papyrus 
pages from an itinerant merchant. 
Although it appeared genuine, and 
its appearance lent credence to a 
dating in the early Christian Era, 
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the Museum called in the French 
scholar Jeane Doresse to determine 
its authenticity. Upon examination, 
Doresse marveled at the book’s con- 
tents and age: it was undoubtedly 
written around 250 A.D. by a 
Christian sect called Gnostics, a 
movement founded shortly after 
the death of the Nazarene. Although 


-the book dealt with secular prac- 


tices in the main, it was reasoned 
that other books may have been 
found with it, and one of these 
might contain some long-forgotten 
Christian epistle or gospel. 

With the cooperation of the 
Coptic Museum Doresse set out to 
find out where the book had been 
discovered. He searched the mar- 
kets of the nearby cities, spoke in 
whispers with the less legitimate 
dealers, quizzed every logical source. 
As he probed he learned that, as 
suspected, several similar papyrus 
books had turned up in shops and 
bookstores throughout Upper 
Egypt. He was able to establish 
that, months earlier, peasants had 
found an ancient jar containing the 
books, in an old tomb carved in 
the limestone cliffs some 60 miles 
from Luxor. Ignorant of the impor- 
tance of the documents, these 
Egyptian farmers had used one of 
the books to start a fire to heat 
their tea while they collected ferti- 
lizer. Later, finding that they were 
of some value, the peasants sold the 
remainder of the ancient volumes 


to merchants located nearby. 

As Doresse was trying to locate 
the tomb, the Coptic Museum was 
buying up all books that resembled 
the original discovery. After several 
months of: exhaustive search, Dor- 
esse found and examined the tomb, 
while much of what turned out to 
be a complete Gnostic library of 
codices—real, leatherbound books 
—was assembled by the Museum. 

The 13 books were divided into 
44 treatises, one of which was just 
what they had hoped: a forgotten 
gospel containing 114 sayings of 
Christ. 

In the days of Christ, the priest- 
ly scholars spoke to the common 
people in pendantries far too com- 
plicated for most of them to under- 
stand. Christ’s ability to speak par- 
ables in the language of the people . 
never failed to attract great throngs 
to his sermons. It is the inspiring 
nature of the gospels, therefore, 
that gave Jesus his following and 
is responsible for the adherence to 
Christianity evident today. 

Christ’s sayings, as they appear 
in the four Gospels in the New 
Testament, are the only sayings rec- 
ognized as authentic by most Christ- 
ian authorities. But theologians long 
have admitted that there may be 
many recorded quotations that 
eluded early Christian historians, 
and the discovery of new sayings 
possessing some air of authenticity, 
thus has been hoped for. 
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What does the Gospel of St. 
Thomas contain? What new 
thoughts or teachings of Our Lord 
are recorded in this document? 
With what assurance can we accept 
this work as genuine? Was St. 
Thomas the Apostle really its au- 
thor? And who were the mysterious 
Gnostics who preserved 114 of 
Christ’s sayings for 17 long cent- 
uries? 

The Thomas Gospel sayings at- 
tributed to Jesus can be listed in 
four groups: Those which compare 
word for word with statements 
found in the Gospels of Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John in the New 
Testament, those which are variants 
of other canonic, or “accepted”, 
sayings, and a third group of say- 
ings not included in the canonic 
gospels, but which are known 
through referencés made to them 
by early church authorities who 
were aware of their existence. The 
fourth and perhaps most interesting 
group consists of sayings previously 
unknown and unrecorded. 

Of the 114 sayings in the new 
gospel, scholars had been aware of 
only 14 prior to the finding of the 
Thomas gospel. These 114 sayings 
are entirely disconnected, joined 
only by the phrase, “Jesus said.” 

Professor Oscar Cullman has sug- 
gested that the document was prob- 
ably not the work of St. Thomas, 
but most likely was prepared by a 
Gnostic using as his source a re- 
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liable Greek manuscript of around 
50 A.D. 

This is not the first time that 
St. Thomas’ name has appeared as 
author of a gospel. Another gospel 
according to the doubting apostle, 
in which the young Jesus is por- 
trayed as arrogant and vengeful, 
has been termed worthless by 
church scholars, Also Thomas’ gos- 
pel of the infancy, probably the 


most ancient of traditional Christ-_ 


ian lore, has been declared uaat- 
ceptable as an authentic work. 
Nearly all the apostles have num- 
erous apocalypses, gospels and acts 
ascribed to them, the majority fall- 
ing into the heading of “agrapha”. 
Some follow the canonic writings 


in a liberal manner while others re-~ 


count alleged miracles and attribute 
fantastic words and deeds to Jesus. 
During the first 200 years follow- 
ing the Crucifixion, numerous agra- 
phic works flooded the church li- 
braries. Some early church fathers 
are thought to have vied with one 
another in recording colorful legends 
from which much of the agrapha 
resulted. Church authorities finally 
studied the hundreds of documents 
attempting to abstract the true 
from the spurious. From this labor 
came the canonic Gospels. 

Other agraphic works are thought 
to have been written to support 
various heresies, and so it is be- 
lieved that the Luxor manuscript 
was “adjusted” to support the here- 
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tical teachings of the Gnostics. 

The two most recent counter- 
parts of the Luxor gospel were 
found in comparatively recent 
times. In 1859 the German scholar 
Von Tischendorf discovered the Cod- 
ex Sinaiticus of the Greek Bible. 
These books, found at the foot of 
Mount Sinai im the Convent of 
St. Catherine, contain a treasury 
of sayings which have been shunted 
into the apocryphal, or agraphic, 
grouping. 

In 1897 the British archeologists, 
Grenfell and Hunt, discovered in 
ancient rubbish heaps at Behnesa, 
Egypt, large quantities of Greek 
papyri dating from the first to the 
eighth century. One papyrus con- 
tained many sayings of Our Lord, 
some of which, like the Thomas 
gospel, previously were unknown. 
Their estimated date of writing 
was 200 A.D. These, likewise, even- 
tually were labeled “agrapha”. 

Startling as it may seem, there is 
as little known about the Apostle 
Thomas as of early Christianity it- 
self. Thomas is quoted but four 
times in the entire New Testament. 
The nature of his statements have 
led theologians to debate the true 
bearing of this man. Some have pic- 
tured him as a coward and doubter. 
Others have noted in him a desire 
for certain and experimental knowl- 
edge, without which he was uncer- 
tain and undetermined. The latter 
belief has prompted some to dub 


St. Thomas the “scientist apostle”. 

When Jesus wished to return to 
Bethany to visit the dying Lazarus, 
Thomas, knowing the threat of mob 
action in that city, commented in 
an obviously sarcastic manner, “Let 
us also go, that we may die with 
him.” 

Thomas’ next recorded word was 
spoken to Jesus shortly before the 
Crucifixion: “Lord, we do not know 
where you are going; how can we 
know the way?” 

-After Christ’s appearance to some 
of the apostles following the Resur- 
rection, Thomas, who had been ab- 
sent, told his associates, “Unless I 
see in his hands the print of the 
nails, and place my finger in the 
mark of the nails, and place my 
hand in his side, I will not believe.” 

Thomas’ last biblical speech was 
short but inspiring. Well known to 
most Christians, Thomas said, after 
Jesus commanded him to examine 
His wounds: “My Lord and my 
God,” 

When Christianity spread and 
flourished following the death of 
Christ, sects arose which added to 
or took from the teachings of Jesus, 
as the secular leaders thought ad- 
visable. Thus the religion of the 
Gnostics was spiced with Greek 
philosophy, and their primary dog- 
ma was; knowledge is redemption; 
to know is to be redeemed. That 
Thomas was a curious man perhaps 
puts him in sympathy with the 
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Gnostic sect, to which the Thomas 
gospel has been connected. 

Despite evidence that the mater- 
ial in the Thomas gospel was copied 
directly from a Greek work of 
around 50 A.D., possibly within 
the lifetime of St. Thomas, theolo- 
gians must regard these sayings 
with a skeptical eye. It is possible 
and, in fact, it has been proven in 
similar cases that such works suffer 
heavily in recopying by secular 
leaders with preconceived notions. 
Therefore, the contents of the gos- 
pel of St. Thomas must be regarded 
as of questionable authenticity, as 
another agraphic text. 

The gospel, nevertheless, remains 
an important piece in the jigsaw 
puzzle of early Christianity. 

Much study is being done of 
those sayings in the Luxor docu- 
ment which are similar to known 
canonic sayings. It is hoped that 
the variations may help scholars to 
interpret correctly the words re- 
corded by Matthew, Mark, Luke and 
John. These include the parables 
about the sower, the tares, the thief 
in the night, the mustard seed and 
the wicked tenants. 

Sayings also found word for word 
in the canonic gospels are those con- 
cerning the mote and the beam, the 
blind man leading the blind, that 
which is hidden and must be re- 
vealed, and the prophet who is not 
acceptable in his own country. 

Some of the sayings already 


known to the early church fathers 
but having no parallels in our bib- 
lical Gospels are: 

“Jesus said: He who is near me 
is near the fire, and he who is far 
from me is far from the kingdom.” 
(This was also cited by the ancient 
scholar Origen as the words of 
Jesus.) 

“Split a piece of wood—I am 
there; lift the stone and you will 
find me there.” 

Of those which had been prev- 
iously unknown, the following are 
of considerable interest: 

“Jesus said: Woe to them the 
Pharisees, for they are like a dog 
lying in the manger of cattle, for 
he neither eats, nor does he let 
the cattle eat.” 

“His disciples said to Him: Is 
circumcision useful or not, He said 
to them: If it had been useful, 
their father would have begotten 
them circumcised from their mother 
on; but the true circumcision in 
spirit is alone completely advan- 
tageous.” 

“Jesus said: If those who lead 
you say to you: Behold the king- 
dom is in heaven, then the birds 
of heaven will precede you; if they 
say to you that it is in the sea, 
then the fish will precede you. But 
the kingdom is within you and it 
is outside of you.” 

“Mary said to Jesus: Who are 
your disciples like? He said: They 
are like small children who have

the first years after the Crucifixion. 
Mark, he declares, probably knew

But, according to Professor Cull- 
man, the Thomas gospel has not 
reopened the question of the can- 
onic gospels. Its real importance 
lies in offering theologians a deeper 
insight into the beginnings of 
Christianity, the historical myster- 
ies of which have only been tapped 
during the past century.

Women either accompanied the 


caravan, or it was destined for an 
oasis or place where women of high 
caste resided. The dainty feminine 
garments in the boxes and bales at- 
tested to this. A small part of the 
caravan consisted of opium and 
hashish, contraband of course, but 
since the quantity was not large 
the officials were certain that it 
could have been assigned only for 
personal use of some one or few in- 
dividuals accustomed to the drugs.

asleep. When the men awoke they 
found themselves afoot without 
food or water and soon perished. 
But there does not live the camel- 
teer who fails to hobble, not one, 
but all of his beasts at night, nor 
fail to place a watch over them, 
nor fail to remove the loads so that 
the camels can rest properly. And 
the bodies of the men if they all 
died would have been found with- 
in three or four days back-track- 
ing of the trail. For remember! 
The sergeant went back five days 
travel at a much faster pace than 
a caravan could move. 

3) The camelteers mutinied, 


killed their leaders and deserted. 


This too can be discredited in 
view of the fact that no bodies 
were found, some of the water 
skins, well filled and stopped, were 
still on the camels’ packs, and the 
mutineers would most certainly 
have broken open the cargo boxes. 

It should be kept in mind that 
desert people are extremely care- 
ful of their camels, never leaving 
them unattended for a moment, 
for a man on foot in the Sahara is 
a dead man- within 36 hours. 

Over the border at Saint Louis, 
in Senegal, there lives an aged man 
who is looked upon as an oracle. 
He is blind, refuses gifts of money 
or valuables, and stands outside 
the walls of an abandoned mosque 
that was once part of a Caliph’s 
castle in the times of the Crusades.

Captain Beloit flew down to Sen- 
egal six weeks after the lost caravan

“T have been expecting you. Now, 
listen carefully.

You will * 
not find one. 

“The caravan of which you 
speak,” he continued, “was en 
route from one Djinn place to an- 
other. It went astray and the cam-

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els, nearing your fort, directed 
their footsteps to it. The lead cam- 
el died along the way. It was 
this camel that knew the secret wa- 
ter holes, knew where foliage could 
be found for forage.

Did a Space Ship Explode 


A Russian scientist advances an 


amazing theory for a disaster bearing all 


the earmarks of an atomic blast. 


ID A SPACE SHIP’S atomic 
engine disintegrate and ex- 
plode over Siberia? 

If so it happened shortly before 
11:00 o’clock on the morning of 
June 30, 1908. 

A Siberian herdsman drove his 
1500 reindeer toward a ford in the 
sluggish Yenesei River. While the

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herd milled about, the herdsman 
climbed down into a shallow well 
to replenish his goatskin waterbag. 
Disaster was then only two minutes 
away, streaking toward him from 
the depths of space. 

Eighty miles away a father and 
two sons, all adults, paused in their 
work of felling trees and sat down 


it 


on a log to smoke their pipes. They 
had just one minute to live. 

On the river a lone fisherman 
anchored his heavy boat and tug- 
ged at the ropes which led to a 
fish trap. He paused to wave a 
greeting to a friend who had tied 
up in the shelter of a steep bank. 
Suddenly the sky caught fire. The 
fisherman looked up. It was the 
last thing he ever saw. 

Flames swept over the country- 
side like from a giant blow torch. 
The earth reeled from the shock. 
The roar was so great that it dul- 
led the senses. The heat was so in- 
credible that it consumed every- 
thing it touched. 

In the twinkling of an eye the 
herd of reindeer vanished—swept 
off the earth by the fury of that 


blast from the sky. The three hap- 
less woodchoppers were lifted up 
and thrown for half a mile, together 
with their logs. Even the standing 
trees of the forest were flattened to 
earth as though a great scythe of 
fire had swept over them. On the 
river both fisherman and boat were 
burned to a cinder. Only the man 
in the lee of the high bank survi- 
ved, scarred and blind, and the 
herdsman, who crawled from the 
protection of that shallow well to 
find himself a pauper, his herd 
gone. 

Around the world the shock of 
that fantastic sky blast was re- 
corded by scores of scientific ob- 
servatories. Study of the graphs 
revealed that the shock waves 
emanated from some point in Si- 
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beria. Additional study disclosed 
that the shock itself did not pos- 
sess the normal characteristics of 
an earthquake. Instead, it seemed 
to be the result of some gigantic 
explosion. Since there are no vol- 
canoes in that portion of the 
world the scientists were puzzled. 
Was it a new volcano suddenly 
bursting forth? Unlikely; it did 
not last long enough. Was it an 
accidental manmade explosion? 
That, too, was ruled out as an im- 
possibility in 1908. A great meteor- 
ite, then, crashing to earth with an 
impact that sent shock waves 
around the globe? 

Little by little, stories trickling 
out of the lonely Siberian wilder- 
ness tended to confirm the meteor- 
ite theory. Scattered witnesses and 
a few travelers who had been in the 
area brought back stories of a sky 
explosion that made the heavens 
boil; of a heat and pressure wave 
that swept away the forests for 40 
miles around. And they told, too, 
of a peculiar cloud which hung 
over the scene for half a day, 
slowly changing color as it climbed 
higher and higher until it finally 
moved away to the southeast. 

The incident went into the 
scientific records as the Tunguska 
meteorite. There was no immediate 
effort to send investigators to the 
scene. World War 1 erupted a few 
years later. Russia changed govern- 
ments, It was not until 1927 that 
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a scientific group reached the area, 
almost 19 years to the day after 
the event. : 

They brought back pictures of 
the flattened, burned forests. They 
brought back a few eyewitness 
accounts, including those of the 


‘herdsman and the fellow who had 


sat under the river bank. They 
brought back evidence which seemed 
to confirm the earlier belief that 
this had, indeed, been a tremendous 
meteoric mass which had crashed to 
earth in that lonely portion of the 
globe. 

But there were three unexplained 
aspects for which they could find 
no parallels in other meteoritic re- 
cords. There was the enduring ster- 
ility of the region near the center 
of the shock; there was the strange 
absence of any crater where such 
a huge mass might have struck; 
there was the reluctance of the 
natives to enter the shock area 
because of the illness that reported- 
ly killed those who ventured into 
the region for any prolonged period. 

And there the matter rested for 
30 years until a Russian scientist, 
Alexander Kazentsev, made an offi- 
cial visit to study the effects of 
the atomic bomb which exploded 
over Hiroshima. He noticed that 
the atomic blasts had snapped off 
the tops of trees directly beneath 
the point of explosion, just as the 
tree tops had been snapped off in 


~ Siberia so many years before. Ka- 
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zentsev also noticed other paral- 
lels in the two widely-separated 
events, the flattened and charred 
trees swept toward the outside of 
the blast ring—the boiling sky, the 
strangely shaped cloud. 

Could that 1908 explosion in Si- 
beria have been an atomic explo- 


- sion? Kazentsev placed the ques- 


tion before his superiors. They ap- 
proved ascientific expedition to the 
Tunguska region, an expedition e- 
quipped with radiation checking 
gear which the 1927 expedition did 
not have. 

They found radiation in excess 


- of normal amounts, with its heavi- 


est concentration about a quarter 
mile northeast of the apparent cen- 


- ter of the blast. The radiation was 


sufficiently intense to have caused 
the hitherto unidentified illness 
which took the lives of natives who 
had ventured into the region. 

They found no evidence that a 
giant meteorite had. crashed! 

The Soviet government sent an- 
other expedition to the scene last 
summer and still another is there 
now. The more they find the hot- 
ter becomes the argument over its 
meaning. 

On the basis of the known facts, 
including some brought in by the 
1958 Russian expedition, Kazentsev 
and several other scientists have de- 
veloped the theory that the explo- 
sion was of some sort of huge, a- 
tomic-powered space craft which 


disintegrated at an altitude of 1.2 
miles, delivering its greatest impact 
at some distance from the center of 
the blast, exactly as an atomic bomb 
does. 

Some Soviet scientists promptly 
took issue with Kazentsev’s space- 
ship explanation of the Tunguska 
explosion. They secured permission 
to visit the sites last year in order 
to investigate for themselves the 
various findings on which he and 
his associates based their theory. 

Writing in the Literary Gazette 
of January 6, 1959, Kazentsev 
takes an obvious delight in noting 
what he regards as the discomfi- 
ture of his critics. Citing from their 
records, Dr. Kazentsev calls atten- 
tion to the fact that his opponents 
confirm his own calculations by ad- 
mitting that the explosion took 
place at an altitude of 2 kilometers 
(slightly more than a mile) and 
that no meteor craters were found. 
This latest expedition discovered, 
like its predecessors, that the earth 
in the blast area is considerably 
more radioactive than the surround- 
ing countryside. Significant, too, 
was the statement that last year’s 
expedition found widely scattered 
metallic particles “which are not 
part of a meteorite.” 

In a report to the Moscow Branch 
of fhe Soviet Astronomical Geode- 
tical Society Kazentsev’s opponents 
made another interesting admission. 
After bitterly condemning him for 
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speculating that the explosion had 
been that of an atomic-powered 
space ship, they admitted in their 
report that the “Tunguska Mete- 
orite” was untenable—they found 
no meteorite evidence at all. 
Kazentsevy has just written a 
book, A Guest From the Universe, 
dealing with his theory that 
the Tunguska explosion was the 
world’s first atomic explosion. 
He presents an imposing array of 
circumstantial evidence to support 
his position. For instance: Eye- 
witnesses who saw the great glow- 
ing mass entering the atmosphere 
agreed that it was traveling much 
too slowly to have been a meteor. 
(Estimated speed, 500-1000 mph.) 
The blast itself had all the charac- 
teristics of an atomic explosion: 
the boiling multi-colored mushroom 
cloud, the off-center impact, the 
far-reaching wave of heat, the lin- 
gering radioactivity which still visi- 
bly affects the plant life in the 
area, just as it affected human and 
animal life with radiation sickness. 
Opponents of the space ship 
theory, says Kazentsev, find them- 
selves with no explanation at all. 
They admit that the blast was not 
caused by a meteor, that there are 
no meteoric craters and that the 
metallic fragments found in the 
area are not those of a meteorite. 
Most vociferous of Kazentsev’s sci- 
entific adversaries are Professors 
Kukarin, Krinov and Fesenkov. 
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Left without a theory of their own 
by their admission that no meteor 
was involved, they evade endorse- 
ment of Kazentsev’s theory by 
merely saying that the great explo- 
sion was “the result of a pheno- 
menon.” 

It is the belief of Dr. Kazentsev 
that a gigantic space ship, power- 
ed by atomic reactors, was trying 
desperately to make a landing on 
that fateful June morning in 1908. 
For some reason which may never 
be known its reactors exploded, 
searing the countryside just as sub- 
sequent man-made atomic explo- 
sions have done, leaving its radio- 
active imprint. 

He suspects that the explosion 
actually might have been intention- 
al, and in this he has the support 
of Boris Liapunov, noted Soviet 
rocket engineer. The atomic-pow- 
ered device may have been a sound- 
ing rocket, designed to detonate 
near but not on the surface of the 
earth, so that the flash could be 
seen by those who launched it, just 
as we once planned to fire an a- 
tomic rocket at the moon. (That 
project was called off when Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s advisors “sug- 
gested” that it might be unwise 
to use the moon as an atomic tar- 
get until we knew whether “some 
form of life might exist there.” 
Especially some form that might 
shoot back?) 

A space ship such as Kazentsev 
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visualizes must originate some- 
where of course. He turned to fam- 
ed astro-physicist Professor Stern- 
field, the man who plots the cours- 
es of Soviet satellites and space 
probes. Sternfield noted that on 
June 30, 1908, the planet Venus 
was in optimal constellation to the 
earth. For this reason, he said, the 
atomic space craft which seem- 
ingly exploded over Siberia most 
likely came from Venus. 

The argument over the real na- 
ture of the object which blew up 
over the Tunguska wilderness has 
not been resolved. Dr. Kazentsev 
says that his opponents are pres- 
suring the Soviet Writers Associa- 


tion to forbid him to defend his 


theory. Both parties to the debate 
agree that the thing was not an 
ordinary meteor; Kazentsev says it 
Was a space ship, his opponents 
will only say that it was a pheno- 
menon. 

For whatever reason, the United 
States Air Force suddenly became 
interested in the Tunguska explo- 
sion and in June of 1959 request- 
ed the translators in the Library of 
Congress to provide the Air Force 
with copies of all available mater- 
ial on Kazentsev’s theory that the 
“Tunguska meteorite “was an a- 
tomic-powered space ship. It’s odd, 
but when Americans report such 
things in the skies the Air Force 
tells them they are having hallu- 
cinations. 


DID A SPACE SHIP EXPLODE OVER SIBERIA? 


Not only have the Russians pre- 
sented this startling postulation 
that the Tunguska explosion was 
that of a space ship, they also have 
presented some interesting conclu- 
sions regarding the strange “moons” 
of the planet Mars. 

Both of these tiny, super-bright 
satellites were seen for the first 
time in one six-day period in 1877 
by American astronomer Asaph 
Hall. As in the Tunguska incident, 
there was no question at the time . 
that they were anything except 
natural objects. 

In recent years, however, there 
has been a growing suspicion that 
the satellites of Mars were neither 
very natural, nor very old. For one 
thing, their brightness is consider- 
ably greater than that of the planet 
itself, more like polished metal 
than the reflective value of a mass 
of rock. For another thing, it dawn- 
ed on many scientists that the dra- 
matic discovery of these objects 
was in itself somewhat unusual. 
Mars had been under close scru- 
tiny for at least 200 years without 
knowledge of either satellite, then 
suddenly, in 1877, two satellites 
seen in one week, glittering bright- 
er than Mars itself. If they had 
been there for ages why were they 
never seen before? But if they had 
just been launched into orbit, 
bright new metallic bodies, their 
sudden appearance and dazzling 
brilliance would be understandable. 
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The renowned Russian scientist, 
Dr. I. S. Shlovsky, writing in Kom- 
' somolskaya Pravda for May 1, 
1959, calls attention to the speed- 
ing up of one of the Martian satel- 
lites, a phenomenon which previous- 
ly had been noted by the American 
astronomer Sharples in 1945. In 
other words, Phobos, the presum- 
ably natural moon of Mars, is be- 
ginning to behave like a man-made 
satellite which accelerates as it re- 
enters the atmosphere. The change 
in Phobos’ orbit is slight, but meas- 
urable. 

How does Dr. Shlovsky explain 
this behavior? 

He feels that the presence of 
the two Martian satellites indicates 
that Mars at one time had a very 
advanced civilization. Because of 
the depletion of natural resources 
they conceivably were forced to 
cross space to supplement their 
basic needs and launched these two 
comparatively huge space bases for 
take-off points. Although a satellite 
the size of Phobos, possibly. 10- 
miles in diameter, might weigh a 
million tons, Dr. Shlovsky sees that 
as no hindrance to an advanced 
race, since piecemeal construction 
of such bases will be within our 
own capabilities before 1970. 

It is Shlovsky’s belief that life 
no longer exists on Mars except 
in such retrograde form as lichen 
or moss which might survive the 
bitter cold. Unless, he adds, the 
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Martians have gone underground, 
husbanding their meagre water re- 
sources through utilization of the 
famed “canal” complex which laces 
the surface of their inhospitable 
globe and heating their underground 
abodes by means of atomic energy. 
Any evidence of this atomic oper- 
ation? Yes, he says, the brilliant 
flash witnessed on the surface of 
Mars in 1950 by Japanese astrono- 
mer Tsuneo Saheki may have been 
the explosion of an atomic heating 
plant, since no other explanation 
fits the circumstances. 

In the September, 1957, issue 
of Fate I reported on a lengthy in- 
terview with an anonymous Ameri- 
can scientist in which he expressed 
the opinion that space craft from 
Mars had visited both the earth 
and our moon for almost a century. 
He called attention to the discov- 
ery of the giant Martian “moons” 
in 1877 and the subsequent unex- 
plained appearance of strange 
lights and spots on the moon and 
the well-documented sightings of 
objects maneuvering in the earth’s 
atmosphere at a time when our fly- 
ing was confined to the primitive 
free balloon. He was of the belief 
that inhabitants of Mars, needing 
minerals and water, secured the wa- 
ter from the earth and the minerals 
from the moon. This might explain 
the markings on the moon which 
resemble strip mines and the slow 
but unmistakable expansion of the 
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green areas on Mars. This is not 
embodied in Dr. Shlovsky’s theory 
but it is fully compatible. 

With its low gravity force, laun- 
ching satellites as large as Deimos 
and Phobos from Mars would pre- 
sent no insurmountable problems. 
Dr. Shlovsky declared that before 
a Russian space craft approaches 
Mars it will first subject the planet 
and the “moons” to careful study, 
both visually by telescope and elec- 
tronically by radio gear. If the 
Martian satellites are of constant 
brightness it will be interpreted as 
meaning that they are spherical and 
smooth, therefore of artificial con- 
struction. Radio reflections will tell 
whether the Martian satellites are 
natural asteroids. Being jag ged 
masses of rock, asteroids are of 


weird shape and their reflective 
value would change as the mass~ 
tumbled about in orbit. 

Dr. Shlovsky’s interesting hy- 
pothesis on the Martian ‘‘moons,” 
like Kazentsev’s theory that a space 
ship exploded over Siberia in 1908, 
deserves a place beside the official 
warning to President Eisenhower 
which blocked our proposal to 
fire an atomic rocket at the moon, 
a warning which hinted at the pos- 
sibility of life on an orb that always 
has been described as lifeless. 

These are still theories, of course, 
and nothing more. But they consti- 
tute evidence that even though or- 
thodoxy dies hard, there are more 
and more scientists who are willing 
to stand up and say publicly what 
so many of us have long suspected.

A dirt floor in Lively’s basement 
suggested to the detective that 
Lively, while his wife was away, 
had lured little Matilda into the 
house, murdered her, then buried 
her body in the cellar. A pile of re- 
fuse, covered with cobwebs, lay in 
the center of the floor. Parker’s 
imagination stirred. Although un- 
broken cobwebs clearly indicated 
the refuse beneath had long been 
undisturbed, he started an inch-by- 


inch probe of the balance of the 


dirt floor. Such probing proved

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But we won’t disturb Louis Lively 
tonight. Tomorrow when he goes 
to work J’ll turn his place upside 
down,” he promised looking into 
the honest, intelligent face of the 
grief-stricken mother. Parker frank- 
ly believed the girl to be dead; and 
he did not believe in ghosts! 

An extensive search took Parker 
and his men from attic to basement 
in the Lively house. Again they 
studied the refuse pile, then Parker 
said aloud, “But if he buried her 
there the cobwebs would have been 
disturbed. Nope, she’s not down 
here.” 

It happened again the next night. 

Mrs. Russo was ironing clothes 
in her kitchen. The roof faced a 
side of Lively’s darkened house. 
Her daughter’s voice again cried out 
to her. “Mother! Mother!” Matilda 
screamed in mortal terror. 

It was dark outside. Mrs. Russo 
dropped her work, rushed outdoors, 
circled the house without hearing 
anything more. Fear clutched her 
heart as she hastened inside to tele- 
phone the detective again. 


“T know my little girl is in that 


terrible man’s house,” she insisted.

Lively wasn’t home when Parker 
reached his house. Almost certain 
in his mind that Mrs. Russo suffer- 
ed a serious mental aberration he 
figured there was only one place 
left to search. Heading straight for 
the basement he grabbed a crowbar 
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and started probing the rubbish 
pile. Soft earth quickly exposed the 
suspect’s fiendish crime. Little Ma- 
tilda Russo was found. 
Explaining the crime’s solution 
the hard-boiled rural detective who 
previously refused to believe in the 
supernatural said, “That little girl 
called her mother through God!” 
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Such cases as this make it ap- 
pear that a plausible answer to the 
riddle of clairvoyance would be well 
worth all its cost in effort and 
money.

YOGA FOR SPACEMEN 


USSIAN engineers work- 
ing in the Bhilai steel 
plant near New Delhi, India, 
recently were reported to be 
studying yoga exercises, which 
they believe will aid man’s ef- 
forts to reach outer space, One 
of the chief obstacles to space 
flight, they point out, is the 
great physical strain to which 
the human body will be subject- 
ed during takeoff, when it sud- 
denly is shot up at speeds of 
many thousands of miles an 
hour. They are investigating the 
possibility that a space pilot 
would be better able to with- 
stand the initial strains of ac- 
celeration if he could put him- 
self in a suspended state as 
some yogis are able to do. 

The Russians are said to be 
centering their studies around 
a self-taught yogi, Sri Raman- 
ada, 34 of Alampur village in 
West Godavari district, Andhra 
Pradesh state. Ramanada re- 


portedly has accepted the invi- 
tation of Russian ambassador 
Panteleimon Ponomarenko t 0 
visit Moscow for examination by 
Soviet scientists. 

Ramanada claims he can re- 
main in a closed pit for as long 
as 28 days without food or wa- 
ter, that he can stop his pulse 
by contracting certain muscles, 
that after 15 seconds of deep 
breathing he can put himself 
into a trance during which his 
heart beat becomes inaudible, 
and that he can bring himself 
out of this trance at will. 

Two well-qualified doctors of 
the Andhra Medical College are 
said to have examined Raman- 
ada during one of his trances 
and to have reported that his 
heart sounds and pulse were 
absent. They also reported that 
the yogi showed no visible res- 
piratory movements and dis- 
played “subnormal tolerance to 
carbon dioxide in breathing.”

PREDICTION IN BOMBAY

REMARKABLE series of 
events, forecast for me on a 
side street in Bombay, India, dur- 
ing the Second World War, came 
to pass in such a fashion that mere 
coincidence is not a sufficient ex- 
planation. 
I have recounted the story many 
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times to friends and acquaintances 
but only now, 17 years later, do I 
put it on paper. Every word is true. 

As a member of the Headquarters 
and Headquarters Squadron of the 
Army’s Ninth Air Force Service 
Command I was on brief leave in 
Bombay from the S.S. America, 
converted to the troopship U.S.S. 
West Point. 

It was late November, 1942. 

Like any American tourist, I - 
wanted to see the curiosities of the 
East about which I read and heard 
so much. My companions that day 
were Frederick Sisk, of Kansas, and 
Howard Bennett, of Wisconsin. Our 
tour of the city had produced some 
interesting but not unique sights, 
the usual snake charmers and street 


‘corner sleight-of-hand artists, along 
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with an assortment of miserable beg- 
gars and pitiful devout doing pen- 
ance. 

It was not until we were return- 
ing to the ship that my adventure 
really began. 

He came out of nowhere. He was 
small, almost tiny. His dark face 
was scarred from smallpox and his 
turban was ragged. 

“Tell your fortune,” he whined. 

After dickering for a price which 
was finally fixed at one dollar A- 
merican, he studied the palm of my 
left hand. He produced a scrap of 
_dirty brown paper and a stub of a 
pencil. “Please to write the name,” 
he directed, frowning at my up- 
turned hand. 

I did as he asked. Then, he drew 
me to one side. 

“Why are you here, please?” he 
questioned, looking at me strangely. 

I told him I was a soldier and he 
knew darned well why I was there. 
- He shook his head in protest. 

“You should not be here. You 
will go home. Soon.” : 

The idea amused me greatly, but 
this wasn’t much for the dollar I 
had paid him. And I didn’t think 
the Adjutant General would concur. 

“You will get sick,” he went on 
with a trace of urgency. “Very sick. 
The doctors will worry. But do not 
be afraid. You will be in pain. You 
will get well. Be thankful that you 
will get well. And soon you will see 
your wife.” 
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He had not asked me if I were 
married and I wore no wedding 
band. 

“There will be councils. And you 
will go home. You are not a military 
man.” His whining voice ceased and 
he released my hand. 

The idea of rejoining my bride 
of less than a year intrigued me, so 
I asked the jackpot question. “When 
will I see my wife?” 

He answered promptly. “In the 
first moon of the second quarter of 
1943.” 

Five weeks later, I was a patient 
in the 38th General Hospital out- 
side Cairo, Egypt, near Heliopolis, 
a unit staffed largely by the Jeffer- 
son Medical college of Philadelphia. 
My right lung was collapsed and 
my right arm was virtually useless. 
In agony, I was sent to Shepherd’s 
Hotel where a British X-ray unit 
verified the diagnosis of spontaneous 
pneumothorax. With a speed amaz- 
ing in the Army, I was seen by 
two disposition boards and the de- 
cision was made that I would be re- 
turned to the United States by ship. 

The day I left the 38th General 
—February 5, 1943—my medical 
officer shook hands. “You had us 


_concerned, Davis,” he said. “If the 


left lung had gone down, we could 
have done nothing for you.” 

The trip home in the hospital sec- 
tion of the S.S. Mariposa took 54 
days via Port Tufik, Capetown, and 
Guroch, Scotland, and thence to 
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New York. I was admitted to the 
Army’s Halloran General Hospital 
on Staten Island on April 1 to await 
further evacuation in the Zone of 
the Interior. 

Three nights later, on April 4, 
having called my wife previously in 
Philadelphia, I looked up from a 
Red Cross bingo game and saw her 
standing in the doorway of the 
ward. 

We walked to the lobby and step- 
ped out on the porch into the chilly 
April air. All around us, the night 
was bathed in the eerie light of the 
first moon of the second quarter 
of 1943! 

To complete the prediction, of 
my not being a military man, I was 
honorably discharged on June 30, 
1943, as medically unfit for active 
duty. 

Since then I have attempted to 
explain the events in my life which 
were predicted so accurately four 
months before I rejoined my. wife 
and seven months before I left the 
Service as a civilian. 

And I have failed. 

The conclusion is obvious. The 
man with the pocked face possessed 
a rare gift, a portion: of which I 
bought for one dollar.—Pottstown, 
Pa.

The dark clothing he was 
wearing made him almost invisible 
as he walked in these shadows.

People soon gathered at the scene 
and someone called the ambulance. 
While everyone waited for it to ar- 
rive a small old lady with a large, 
dark, triangular shawl over her head 
and shoulders picked up some small 
objects. They lay about 10 feet 
apart as I saw them in my dream. 

When the ambulance came they 
put Lloyd on the stretcher and 
started for the hospital. In my 
dream I told my husband that 
Lloyd would be dead in three days. 
We started to follow the ambulance 
to the hospital and just as the siren 
began to blow our alarm clock rang. 
I awoke with my body soaked in 
cold sweat.

I was thankful to go to bed that 
night. I hoped for sleep but I tossed 
and turned and at 2:00 a.m.

Lloyd 
had been hit by a car and they 
were taking him to St. Luke’s hos- 
pital in Cleveland.

through HYpPNosIs 


Can hypnotized subjects be placed in telepathic 


rapport? Here are the results of a remarkable experiment. 


By Hyman arthas Leiais 


N THE EVENING of April 
' 17, 1958, a group gathered at 
the institute to experiment with 
mental telepathy via hypnosis. We 
used two pre-conditioned subjects, 
hoth somnambules, Geraldine Ann 
Glaser, age 20, a student, and Rob- 
ert Topolewski, age 35, a tool and 
die maker and himself an able hyp- 
notist. 
The principals of the institute, 
myself, Dr. Jack Jackman, O.D., 


Sol Lewis, and Don Meyers, former 
president of the Association to Ad- 
vance Ethical Hypnosis, Michigan 
Chapter, conducted the experiment. 

Some of our interested onlookers 
scoffed at the idea that such an ex- 
periment could be factual. 

Miss Glaser had been a hypnotic 
subject of Mr. Meyers’ previously 
but was unknown to me prior to 
this time. 

It seems that the personality 
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Triangles were drawn by hypnotized subjects told they had telepathic contact. 


exjsts by way of thoughts, actions, 
feelings and will. These may. be the 
four main activations for our per- 
sonal world, for when one thinks 
the physical body participates and 
the outside world is the area that is 
primarily concerned. 

In the inner world of man, with 
its numerous and yaried activities 


and mental potentialities, while 
much has been explored and ac- 
counted for in the literature of 
physical phenomena, there is much 
unexplained parapsychological ac- 
tivity. 

In our discussion, prior to the ex- 
periment, we decided that, to be 
practical and to provide evidence,

the subjects would transmit their 
impressions by visualization and the 
results would be recorded pictori- 
ally. 

In this controlled experiment we 
used the main office and our train- 
ing room in the rear of the building. 
These two rooms are separated by 
two other rooms, with approximate- 
ly 60 feet of space between them. 
The total group present numbered 
16 persons. This group was divided, 
with eight onlookers in each of the 
two rooms used for the experiment. 

Robert T. entered deep trance 
under Don Meyers’ direction and, 
after the validity of the trance was 
ascertained by classical tests, the

rapport was transferred to Sol 
Lewis who proceeded to control the 
subject for the experiment. 

I hypnotized Geraldine Ann Glas- 
er in the front office, approximately 
60 feet away. When deep trance 
was achieved the experiment was 
continued as follows. 

Robert T. was told that he could 
open his eyes but still remain in a 
deep hypnotic state. He then was 
given a pad of paper and a ball 
point pen and asked to visualize 
any picture that came to his mind = 
and draw it on the paper. There aa 
was a hesitation period of two min- | 
utes, after which his hands moved 
and he drew a picture. He was told 


a 


to look at the picture, and he was 
told, also, that he could transmit 
this visual image to Geraldine Ann 
Glaser by concentrating on both the 
drawing and Miss Glaser. 

To signal the other room -where 
Miss Glaser and I sat a telephone 
receiver was momentarily raised to 
flash a light. This flash indicated 
to us that a picture had been 
drawn and that it was time for the 
receiver, Miss Glaser, to receive 
the impression. 

I then suggested to Miss Glaser 
who was also in deep trance, that 
she would be in direct rapport with 
Robert T. and would receive an im- 
pression and that when she felt she 
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had received this impression she 
would draw it on paper with the 
pen provided. 

The experiment, following the in- 
duction of hypnosis, lasted approx- 
imately one and one-half hours. 

As can be seen, by studying the 
accompanying illustrations, remark- 
able similarities in the drawings of 
the hypnotized subjects occurred. 
This is only one of the many ex- 
periments we have carried on in our 
investigation of mental telepathy 
and how it functions. 

We hope that one day these ex- 


periments will help to supply the ~ 


answer to the many questions con- 
cerning mental telepathy. 


“MEN”—12 MILLION YEARS AGO 


REATURES described as 
“distinctly in the human 
line” inhabited the earth at least 
12,000,000 years ago, accord- 
ing to a report to the Ameri- 
can Anthropological Associa- 
tion, Washington, D.C., by Dr. 
William R. Straus, Jr., of Johns 
Hopkins University. Up to now 
the generally accepted figure 
for the appearance of man-like 
creatures on earth was at least 
2,000,000 years ago. , 
Dr. Straus made his report 
after study of abundant bones 
found in soft coal strata in 
Tuscany, Italy. The bones, he 
said, indicate that vast hordes 


of creatures about the size of 
large monkeys with quite small 
brains inhabited the site of the 
present coal beds, which at one 
time formed a very large marsh. 
Over 100 individuals are repre- 


’ sented in the specimens already 


collected from the site. 

Dr. Straus believes the crea- 
tures were in the human line as 
a result of systematic studies 
of teeth and bones. These, he 
explained, show characteristics 
of which about 14 are common 
to men and apes and of which 
16 are common to man alone. 
He said he found no character- 
istic specific to apes alone,

HEN I WAS in the West In- 

dies a native Obeah man took 
umbrage over some quite imaginary 
thing I had done and threatened me 
with death. I told him point blank 
that he neither could nor would 
bring about my death.

The Obeah man used to sit 
thereafter on the coral sand where 
I had to pass and mutter various 
incantations.

ally it is already in motion when 
first observed. 

Poltergeist disturbances are in- 
ternational; they take place in 
all countries, but it is interesting 
that they occur most frequently in 
civilized communities such as Eng- 
land, the U.S.A., and Germany. 
The word foltergeist is a German 
word, meaning, “noisy ghost.” 

Today, three years after the 
start of these extraordinary phe- 
nomena in Battersea, there is still 
no sign that they are going to cease. 
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This in itself is unusual, because 
normally the phenomena reach a 
peak within a few weeks and then 
_ die away as mysteriously as they 
began. But even as recently as 
February of this year, wanton dam- 
age amounting to several hundred 
dollars was done to furniture and 
clothing. 

Apart from the usual poltergeist 
activities, there have been pheno- 
mena which: indicate intelligence be- 
hind the manifestations. Early in 
1956 a simple alphabetical code was 
devised whereby the rapping sounds 
were used ta convey messages from 
an “entity” who claimed to have 
lost his: life by drowning im the 
English Channel. This communi- 
cator became known to the family 
as “Donald,” because he said he re- 
sembled a near neighbor of the 
Hitching’s who had gone abroad. 

In May, 1956, the entity object- 
ed to being called Donald, and said 
that he was really Louis XVII, 
younger son of Louis XVI and 
Marie Antoinette of France, both 
of whom were guillotined in 1793 
during the French Revolution. This 
claim was received very sceptically 
by the Hitching family and all 
concerned. Nevertheless, from that 
time to the present, he has not di- 
verged from his claim to be Louis 
XVII, who became Dauphin of 
France in 1789 on the death, at 
Meudon, of his elder brother, Louis- 
Joseph. 
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The poltergeist: could: not have 
chosen a: more controversiali figure 
tham that of the ill-used' young 
Dauphim. There is na lack of in- 
formation regarding: his: life: up to 
the year 1793, whem he was im- 
prisoned with his familly im the 
Temple at Paris. According: to his- 
tory he then was separated from 
his mother, Marie Antoinette, and 
his sister, and placed under the 
guardianship of a cobbler named 
Simon and his wife. It is generally 
assumed that he died in the arms 
of a gaoler named Etienne Lasne, 
in 1795, two years after the death 
of his parents on the guillotine. 

After his alleged death rumors 
spread that the Dauphin had not 
really died in the Temple at all, 
but had escaped as far back as 1793 
or even earlier. Numerous theories 
were voiced, among them one that 
a substitution had been effected 
and that another child resembling 
Louis XVII had taken his place 
and that it was this child who had 
died in the Temple. Therefore the 


real heir to the throne must still . 


be alive and free. 

The mystery deepened when pub- 
lic opinion belatedly demanded that 
the grave of the alleged Prince be 
opened to establish the real facts. 
The first search—in 1817—yielded 
nothing. A coffin tallying with the 
official description was found but 
it was empty. 

In the year 1846 fresh excava- 
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tions were made in the churchyard 
of Sainte-Marguerite. Among the 
coffins disinterred was the one 
previously opened in 1817. In that 
year a report had been made by 
Pelletan, the Dauphin’s medical at- 
tendant, who had made the post 
mortem, on the way in which the 
body was laid in the coffin. The 
skull had been dissected in order 
that the brain might be examined. 
In 1846, when the coffin was re- 
opened, it was found to contain a 
skeleton, the skull of which had 
actually been dissected. A doctor 
Recamier made a report on the re- 
mains in which he stated that the 
skeleton was that of a child about 
15 years old. 

Later, in 1894, the remains were 
again exhumed and examined by a 
Doctor Backer. He reported that 
the skeleton was that of a child at 
least 14 years old. According to 
Madol, one of the 200-odd writers 
on Louis XVII: “To this day it 
has been impossible to find the 
skeleton of a ro-year-old Dauphin 
on the spot where he was supposed 


to have been buried.” This is, of 


course, historically accurate. The 
Dauphin was born on March 27, 
1785, and is supposed to have died 
in the Temple on June 8, 1795, 
when he would have been ro years, 
three months old. 

It would appear, therefore, that 
whoever was buried as Louis XVII, 
Duc de Normandie, it was not the 


boy-king himself. Because of the 
uncertainty, no fewer than 30 pre- 
tenders claimed to be the Dauphin 
at the Restoration of the French 
Monarchy. Chief among these was 
Karl Wilhelm Naundorff. He pro- 
duced evidence of his identity as 
the younger son of Louis XVI 
which convinced even his govern- 
ess, Mme. de Rambaud; Joly, 
Louis XVI’s last Minister of Jus- 
tice, and many others who had 
known the young prince intimately. 
Whatever the true facts may 
have been, there is little doubt that 
the real Dauphin did not die in the 
Temple prison in Paris in 1795. 
Let us now revert to the entity 
at Battersea which manifested first 
as a typical poltergeist and then 
announced itself as Louis XVII. 
Do we get a clear picture of a royal 
personage returned from the grave 
to prove that he was the lineal de- 
scendant of the House of Bourbon? 
The answer at present must be 
“No.” For, although masses of data 
about the period of the French 
Revolution have been given, it is 
interspersed with much irrevelant 
material and a predilection for 
modern affairs which line up with 
Shirley Hitching’s own character. 
Yet it cannot be denied that this 
entity exhibits personal qualities 
which are more like descriptions of 
Louis XVII than of Shirley. It’s 
reaction to frustration, its imperi- 
ous self-esteem, its decided indis- 
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cretion are all more typical of the 
Dauphin than of the Battersea 
teen-ager. 

On April 15, 1956, a message 
said: “I come to tell what I look 
like—five foot high, fair head, 
blue eyes, 35 wide” (presumably 
around the chest). 

At about this time physical 
phenomena were on the increase. 
The house was full of reporters and 
investigators of all kinds, and ab- 
normal things were happening ev- 
ery day. The Hitching family was 
in a state of turmoil and fear. At 
night they used to huddle together 
on the kitchen floor, keeping a 
weather eye open for mysterious 
fires and gas taps which somehow 
were turned on full. Many of the 
messages were of threats to set fire 
to the house, and peremptory orders 
to get this or that. Any refusal to 
obey instructions was met by fur- 
ther threats, or retaliatory action. 

Nearly three weeks later came 
the first definite claim that the 
“personification” was Louis XVII, 
son of Louis XVI and Marie An- 
toinette. He said that his father and 
mother had died on the guillotine, 
and that he had been drowned in 
the English Channel. He added 
that his dress was: “Satin, a tail 
coat, knee breeches, hose, lace 
waistcoat, black buckle shoes.” He 
continued: “Some wore wigs.” 

On May 19, 1956, the entity 
stated: “I am Donald in this age 
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. . -” (remember the poltergeist 
was christened “Donald” by the 
family because of his resemblance 
to a neighbor) .. . “I am originally 
Louis XVII, son of Louis XVI, of 
the House of Louis Mon Lion Ha.” 
A similar message was repeated on 
the following day, with the addi- 
tion: “I know French.” 

There is a first reference to a 
request for “ro silver pieces” on 
May 26, and the next day an ad- 
monitory message to Shirley: “If 
you had to iron the shirts I. wore, 
with lace frills, you would moan!” 

On May 28 he said: “Clothes 
have changed, but the way of life 
has not. I know more about life 
than you know. I was born before 
you. I can tell you all about 


Jacko the monkey, and how Con- - 


nie would run and hide when in 
trouble. She had long flowing hair.” 
One sees an intriguing picture of 
the life of a young French prince. 
Was Jacko the monkey a pet at the 
French Court at Versailles Palace? 
Who was Connie, with the long 
flowing hair? Could the subcon- 
scious or conscious mind of a young 
girl be responsible for all this? 
About this time other phenomena 
began. The sitting room already 
had been commandeered by “Don- 
ald” for his own use, and was lit- 
tered with dolls dressed as Marie 
Antoinette and other royal per- 
sonages, attired by Shirley under 
“Donald’s” express directions. Now 
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drawings began to appear on the 
walls, some of shields with crossed 
swords superimposed. There were 
fleur-de-lis on the shields and un- 
derneath the words: Roi Louis. 
Shirley denied having made these 
drawings. As time went on, more 
fleur-de-lis appeared on the bed- 
room walls, ceilings and elsewhere. 

During this same period many 
messages arrived giving historical 


names and dates, Exhaustive search 


has shown that the majority of 
these are correct but of little evi- 
dential value since the information 
could have been gleaned from any 
history of the era. However, 
Shirley does not belong to a li- 
brary and there are no books in the 
house on the period. She did not 
take French history at school, ac- 
cording to her school certificates. 

On May 31 “Donald” asked: 


_“Do you know what the guillotine 


was? You have one . . : the block. 
They both do the same thing.” 


Referring to one of the dolls in’ 


“his” room, “Donald” gave these 
instructions on June 2, 1956: “Let 
us give that doll a French Royal 
formal name . . . Oui . . . let 
us think . . . let it be Marie An- 
toinette, mon de mere name. She 
must be her for she has a French 
face. Let me put the flurdeley 
(fleur-de-lis) on her, because my 
mother had it branded. Will you 
dress Marie as I describe: she must 
have six petticoats, two skirts, a top 


—you know, her hair all curls, a 
fan, shoes, the top square neck, 
long sleeves with lace edges—lots of 
Jace—silk too. If you dress her for 
me, I get the pleasure. I will help 
in describing. You can look in pic- 
tures. Please do this for me. . .” 

A note of mine made at the time - 
says: “Recent messages convey an 
impression of a young boy, imperi- 
ous in his demands on Shirley’s 
time and attention, eager to ‘show 
off’, and rather shaky in his spell- 
ing. Interesting, too, is the increas- 
ing use of French words, and also 


_the reference on May 31 to the 


block, when he says: ‘you have one.’ 
Evidently ‘Donald’ is not yet aware 
that the method of execution in 
England nowadays has changed.” 
Concurrently, typical poltergeist 
activity continued. On the evening 
of June 10, 1956, the following 
phenomena occurred:  Shirley’s 
clothes disappeared and were even- 
tually found stowed away in the 
piano, thrust down among the 
wires. Then, while Shirley and her 
parents were all together in the 
dining room, a knife was thrown 
from the kitchenette and stuck in 
the window frame of the dining 
room. At 10:30 p.m. the family 
went to bed. At this period they all 
shared the same bedroom. Disturb- 
ances occurred almost at once. The 
bedclothes were disarranged, there 
were violent scratching sounds, and 
rappings as though on metal. 
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Suddenly Shirley called out that 
there was something “furry”, at 
the foot of the bed. Investigation 
disclosed that there was a whole 
mass of red flock in her bed; and 
when the quilt was examined, sev- 
eral slits were found in it, as though 
caused by a penknife or scissors. 
On the face of it, the red flock had 
been extracted from the interior, 
though how this could have been 
done in such a short period of time 
is a mystery. There were several 
slits but none large enough for the 
flock to be extracted quickly, in 
quantity. Normally it would have 
had to be “teased” out bit by bit 
as the bundle of flock was half a 
foot in diameter. Following this, 
Shirley refused to remain in the 
bed and spent the night in a wicker 
chair. 

During the night, a pair of scis- 
sors was thrown at Mr. Walter 
Hitching. While Shirley was dress- 
ing in the morning a screwdriver 
was thrown at Mrs. Catherine 
Hitching who was still in bed. It 
hit her a glancing blow on the back. 
In the kitchen, a boiling kettle was 
overturned, and then another nar- 
rowly missed scalding Shirley’s 
feet. 

The flood of messages ran into 
many hundreds. They covered all 
sorts of subjects from Latin tags 
to horse-race winners, and indif- 
ferent French was on the increase. 
Sometimes English, French and 
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Latin appeared in the same sen- 
tences. Fleur-de-lis occurred mys- 
teriously in all sorts of places. On 
one occasion, the writer was look- 
ing at a fleur-de-lis impression on 
the shoulder of the doll dressed as 
Marie Antoinette. I expressed a 
wish aloud that “Donald” would 
show me how these were made. A 
few minutes later I was with the 
family in the dining room. Shirley 


was standing by the fire-place and_ 


her parents were seated. All three 
were in full view. Suddenly Shir- 
ley’s mother exclaimed: “What is 
that on your arm, Shirley?” 

On the upper part of her bare 
left arm was the imprint of a small, 
dark-blue fleur-de-lis. It looked as 
though it had been drawn or stamp- 
ed there with indelible ink. As far 
as I had noticed, Shirley had made 
no untoward movement. I exam- 
ined her closely to see whether 
there were any more impressions 
visible on her. There were none. 
I watched her movements closely 
thereafter. However, a few minutes 
later there was another similar 
mark—this time on the right side 
of her neck. I am reasonably cer- 
tain that neither she nor her par- 
ents could have made this without 
my knowledge. I searched the room 
but could find no trace of any 
instrument which could have made 
the impressions. 

At this early stage of the investi- 
gation, Shirley and her parents had 
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no previous knowledge of parapsy- 
chological phenomena. Yet on Wed- 
nesday, June 27, when I visited the 
house I was informed that ‘“Don- 
ald” had left a sealed envelope for 
me on a coffee table in “his” room. 
On a settee were the dolls which 
Shirley had dressed in accordance 
with ‘“Donald’s” instructions, Marie 
Antoinette was posed as though 
sitting on a throne, and the other 
dolls, purporting to be Lady Jane 
Grey, Anne Boleyn, etc., were 
placed round her in curtseying po- 
sitions. Shirley’ assured me that 
“Donald” had placed them so. 

The envelope contained a local 
paper. On page nine there was 
some writing in ink. This seemed 
indecipherable at first, but when 
held to a mirror it read: “Out in 
one month. Don’t worry, Shirley.” 
This promise to go was not kept, 
but the interesting point is that 
the message was in “mirror” writ- 
ing. The Hitching family was un- 
aware that “mirror-writing” is rela- 
tively common in written psychic 
communications. There was an error 
in the spelling of the word “month” 
which showed that the sender was 
“Donald”, whose rapped messages 
contained the same error. 

On June 24, 1956, ‘“Donald” 
rapped out to Shirley: “Can you 
fence? It is rare in girls, but I 
could teach you. I knew how to 
handle a sword when I was only 10. 
You had to defend yourself in my 


day. It was peaceful until the Rev- 
olution’ came.” “Donald” contin- 
ued to give detailed fencing instruc- 
tions. According to a note made 
by Shirley, “Donald” said that he 
—as Louis: X VII—was lefthanded. 

“Donald’s” instructions seem re- 
markably accurate, and unlikely to 
be part of the general knowledge 
of a working-class adolescent like 
Shirley. In fact, one gets an oddly 
disturbing picture of a youth who 
might actually have experienced 
these things. 

From time to time, ‘Donald” 
appeared to feel frustrated and one 
of his communications to Shirley 
said: “I am sad . . . disappointed. 
I want it to be as it was in my 
palace—this room; I have got my 
dolls but I am lonely. I have no 
swords hanging on the walls. The 
furniture is not right. I have never 
seen any like it. My work is taking 
too long. It should have been done 
by now.” 

Again on June 28, 1956, he said: 
“Shirley, when I was young I play- 
ed with toys. Everyone said I was 
mad; but I loved my little soldiers, 
dolls all dressed in scarlet, blue, 
yellow, gold, silver, black and white. 
It is not wrong to have a secret— 
I loved to play with dolls like you. 
I was sick of being pushed about, 
of talks with governesses, fencing 
lessons, dancing. All I wanted was 
to be free—no state laws. I loved 
France though, but I was not hap- 
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py in Court. Boys would take my 
punishment if I was bad—-why 
couldn’t they let me take my own 
punishment like a man? To hell 
with the Court of France. That is 
why I must tell people, how lucky 
they are now—but it is me and 
people who made it so.” 

One of the most interesting ac- 
counts given by the alleged Louis 
XVII was a description of his life 
at Court. “I would like to tell you 


of Versailles—my life there. It was 


grand. Do you know, my Nanette 
would take me round the garden 
every morning, and we always stop- 
ped to see the birds. My father and 
grandfather had peacocks and tur- 
-keys—not like English ones. They 
had blue heads with red spots on 
them, and green feathers with yel- 
low and blue on their wings—beau- 
tiful! There were some doves, pig- 
eons, lyre birds with big fan tails. 
We had 79 peacocks, but they were 
killed in the Revolution to feed old 
Robespierre and his rats. But in 
the days of goodness, my father let 
me in Court after my brother died. 
I was the center of attraction. I 
was allowed a Court with the 
nobility and gentry—the French 
and Austrian friends of my father 
and mother were all so charming at 
Versailles. 

“TY had my own room. I had a 
map all over the floor like a carpet, 
of France of course; and I had 
little houses—chateaux—also I had 
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a toy gun which fired spears, and — 


loads and loads of toy soldiers in 
their shiny paint. They were won- 
derful. I also had my own desks to 
do my lessons on. Do you know, I 
got-up at nine o’clock and had a 
man servant to dress me. Then 
Nickolos sometimes crept up to 
see me in my suite of rooms. We 
would talk till he had to go.” 

So the torrent of rapped mes- 
sages continued week in and month 
out, a mass of communications 
which for this period alone must 
run into many thousands of words. 
They were received in a mixture 
of French and English. 

During this whole period mani- 


festations of various kinds occurred, — 


until on August 13, 1956, “Donald” 
sent the following message to Mr. 
Hitching: “I want a pen that you 
put black water (ink) in and it 
writes. Not a quill pen. I want 
one like Shirley has got. I can keep 
my own diary like I did.” 

A notebook and fountain pen 
were duly provided, and new pheno- 
mena began to appear. Long strag- 
gling characters sprawled across 


pages were barely decipherable as~ 


words. Exact tracings were taken, 
and they are reproduced with this 
article. 

At 2:00 p.m. on October 17, 
1956, the following rapped message 
was received by Shirley: “I want 
a sweet—do you? If I was in 
France I would have a dragee. It

is almond in sugar. They cost about” 


two sous. If I go to France agam 
T will go to 28, Rue du Baal, 
Paris, and get you one. I was given 
a box of dragees when I was bap- 
tized . . . do you want some if f 
get one? The Seugnot family were 
the makers of those lovely dragees. 
I do not know of Mme. Seugnot 
now. She had a daughter and two 
sons. The daughter was called 
Marie, and the sons, Perrie and 
Paul. But the shop is still there. 
I think Mons. and Mme. Seugnot 
were guillotined for being Royalist, 
but their children lived.” 

A colleague of mine went to 
Paris in due course but was unable 
to find any such road. 

I then wrote to the English re- 
presentatives of the French Cham- 


ber of Commerce, giving what de- 


tails I had and enquiring whether 
from their records of French sweet- 
meat makers they could confirm 
the contemporary existence of a 
firm under the name of Seugnot, or 
whether there ever was such an ad- 
dress as Rue du Baal in the years 
1785 to 1793. 

Much to my astonishment, the 
reply I received June 11, 1958 
read: “Thank you for your letter 

. . concerning a shop at 28, Rue 
du Bac, Paris 17e. Upon enquiry, 
I have pleasure in advising you that 
there still exists at the above ad- 
dress a sweetshop with the heading 
of Seugnot.” 


Even if the entity had not got 
the spelling right, this was. still 
quite remarkable. 

Next I wrote to Mons. Seugnot, 
Confiseur-Chocolatier, 28, Rue du 
Bac. I mentioned that the royal 
family of Louis XVI, before they 
were imprisoned in the Tower, were 
accustomed to purchase their drag- 
ees from the Seugnot family of that 
era; and that Mons. and Mme. 
Seugnot as Royalists were alleged 
to have perished on the guillotine. 
Could he confirm this, together 
with the statement that two sons 
and one daughter survived? 

A free translation of Mons. Seug- 
not’s reply dated June 21 says: 
“The information which you have 
given me is correct. I am going to 
make some enquiries into historical 
records for further details, and you 
may have to wait some weeks; but 
I thought I would let you know 
now, so that you will not be sur- 
prised at any delay.” 

No further letter has been re- 
ceived from Mons. Seugnot as yet. 
And knowing the circumstances of 
Shirley’s home life I find it very 
difficult to believe that she could 
have got hold of the detailed in- 
formation supplied by the polter- 
geist. 

It was in the fall of 1956 that a 
sealed and addressed envelope was 
found-on the coffee table in ‘““Don- 
ald’s” room. At “Donald’s” request 
it was posted to me. And on the 
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morning of November 1, 1956, I 
received what is possibly the first 
letter ever posted from a poltergeist. 
It was the fore-runner of an ocean 
of mailed correspondence both to 
myself and many other persons. It 
still continues at the present time. 


“MYSTERY BLASTS” 
TRANGE blasts or shocks 
which are felt over wide 

areas often are reported in 
newspapers across the country. 
And just as often authorities 
seem unable to state definitely 
that the disturbances were caus- 
ed by supersonic craft, earth- 
quakes or explosives.

the blasts, on a Wednesday, 
knocked dishes from the shelves 
and cracked plaster. The blast - 
on the preceding Tuesday broke 
a few windows over an area 35 
miles in diameter. It also opened 
a bank door, triggered fire 
alarms and set off a warehouse 
sprinkling system. If jets were 
responsible, they were not i- 
dentified. 

Henderson, N.C., was jarred 
by two mysterious blasts within 
a period of 29 hours. Both were 
“about the same size” and ap- 
parently originated in the vi- 
cinity of a swampy field. De- 
molition experts theorized that 
explosives had been tossed in 
the air or suspended from a 
tree. Several reported having 
seen a flash in the sky at the 
time of the first blast. Police 
refused to say whether they 
thought the explosions were 
connected with labor strife in- 
volving a large nearby cotton 
mill.

ANCIENT LIFE IN THE PACIFIC 


OLYNESIANS lived in the 
Hawaiian Islands as early 
as 1200 to 1500 years ago, ac- 
cording to Dr. Kenneth P. 
Emory, archeologist, of the Bi- 
shop Museum in Honolulu. Dr. 
Emory reported that he and stu- 
dents from the University of 
Hawaii have done systematic 
digging on Oahu, Kauai and 
Hawaii, turning up such evi- 
dence of early human habitation 
as charcoal and fishhooks. 
Radiocarbon tests of charcoal 
from one site show it to date to 
957 A.D., Dr. Emory said. Fish- 
hooks were found at the same 
ground level. Below this level 
was a layer showing signs of 
human habitation at least 200 
years before 957. 
Stone tools more than 100,000 
years old recently were report- 


ed to have been found on Okina- 
wa. Dr. Junius B. Bird and Dr. . 
Gordon F. Eckholm of the Na- 
tional Science Foundation, 
Washington, D.C., who went to 
Okinawa to study the tools, ex- 
pressed the belief that they were 
of pre-stone age origin, Okina- 
wa has been described by Dr. 
H. L. Shapiro of the American 
Museum of Natural History as 
“a crossroads of ancient peoples, 
a stepping stone between Asia 
and Japan and the island world 
of the Pacific.” 

Among the ancient artifacts 
discovered on Okinawa were 
three stone axes, which were 
said to be in perfect condition 
and to be approximately 100,000 
years old. Stone tools dating to 
even earlier periods have been 
found “in great profusion.”

But even Long John has run up 
against a few things which seeming- 
ly cannot be explained. I admit 
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William Neff is a magician—but does magic explain why he 
vanished from the stage while his voice remained audible? 


this sincerely, wholeheartedly. 

Some of the people who have sat 
across the WOR microphones from 
me during The Party Line, which I 
have the pleasure of doing seven 
mornings a week in New York, 
have told me things which I just 
can’t accept. Take a guy like Andy 
Sinatra, who goes under the name 
of “The Mystic Barber.” Maybe 
you’ve tuned him in when he was 
on The Party Line. 

Now he sits right there and tells 
me he has been astrally projected 
to the moon. You have to pardon 
me if I say I am more than skepti- 
cal. 

But getting back to things which 
I just cannot explain, I’d like to 
tell you the strange story of Wil- 
liam Neff and two things which 
have puzzled me for months. And, I 
might add, they have puzzled a lot 
of other people. 

William Neff, as you probably 
know, is a magician, a stage magi- 
cian and a very good one. When 
he puts on a demonstration T am 
always entertained, although I 
know exactly what he is doing while 
he is mystifying his audience. 

Pve had the pleasure of having 
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Neff on The Party Line many 
times, but before telling you about 
one of his appearances I want to 
tell you the story of one of his dis- 
appearances, 

One day I took in the show at 
the Paramount Theater on Broad-

some story 
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way, in Manhattan, along with a 
good friend of mine, William E. 
Preston, Jr.; the noted artist. One 
of the reasons I went to this parti- 
cular theater was that I knew Wil- 
liam Neff was appearing. 

Bill Preston, a guy with a lot of 
interest in things magical, watched 
the show from behind the wings 
while I took a seat in the orchestra. 
It was a really slow day. Probably 
there were no more than 150 people 
in the whole audience and the set- 
tings and effects showed the lack of 
business. 

Neff worked without a. spotlight 
and with no scenery. The house- 
lights were on when he had finished 
some of his usual magic tricks, like 
sawing a woman in half. 

Neff was wearing formal attire, 
or tails, if you know what I mean. 
Well, he walked up to the front 
microphone and the curtains closed 
behind him. ; 

I was slumped in my chair. But 
suddenly I straightened up. I blink- 
ed my eyes. For the first time in my 
life my brain could not accept 
what my eyes were registering! 

For, as I watched, Neff seemed 
to become transparent. At first, it 
seemed as though I could see light 
coming through him. Then he was 
definitely transparent—that is, I 
could see the curtains behind him 
as though he were not there. 

All this time Neff was. telling 
. . . I don’t even re- 
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member what he said. And, as sud- 
denly as a candle goes out in a 
strong wind, Neff had vanished! 


Still his voice rang through the. 


nearly empty theater. 

Recently I told this story to 
Ivan Klapper, the man who helps 
write the famous E.S.P. series for 
Alcoa on television and he was kind 
enough to question me. I told him 
it was as though Neff were getting 
dimmer and dimmer. I swear to you 
that he was not there and yet I 
heard him talking. Gradually, in a 
matter of a few minutes at the most, 
I again saw Neff’s outline, still 
transparent, and then he became 
more and more solid. 

The thing that still amazes me is 
that no one got excited. Maybe 
everyone else who saw this strange 
disappearance was afraid to believe 
the evidence of his eyes. 

When I went backstage to meet 
Bill Preston I realized I was not 
the only one who had seen the van- 
ishing bit. And Bill seemed a little 
uncertain whether to mention it. 

“Did you, er, notice anything 
during the act?” he said to me. 
~ “Well,” I answered, “I wouldn’t 
want you to broadcast it, Bill, but 
so help me, I’d swear that I saw 
William Neff fade and then disap- 

ar.” 

Bill, who’s been around in his 
young life, seemed relieved to hear 
this. 

“John,” he said, “I wouldn’t tell 
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“LONG JOHN SPEAKING” 


anyone but you but that’s exactly 
what I saw, too. He became trans- 
parent and then suddenly he was 
gone. Yet I could hear him talk- 
ing.” 

“Well,” I suggested, “this is a 
great trick. Let’s go talk to Mr. 
Neff and get the story.” 

Neighbors, I have talked to Wil- 
liam Neff many times since that 
day and he never will discuss the 
disappearance with me—or with 
anyone else, for that matter. When 
I’ve told people like Warren Pack, 


or Ben Isquith, or other people who. 


have been regulars on the show, 
they also tried to talk to Mr. Neff 
about his vanishing act. He always 
changes the subject. 

I have gone over this story and 
gone over it and gone over it, and 
I just can’t find the gimmick. 

As I mentioned, I have tried 
my hand at magic. Some people 
think I’m pretty good. I don’t 
know. I’m sort of a Johnny-come- 
lately in that business alongside a 
man like William Neff, but I do 
read and study all the professional 
gimmicks that magicians use. And 
let me tell you something else. Long 
before the day that William Neff 
did this stunt, I had worked at the 
Paramount Theater. I still know 
the place inside and out. I know 
every inch of the stage. There is 
no trapdoor, no secret exit, and there 
was no thin screen in front of Neff 
that day. Besides, Bill Preston was 
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looking on from the side, and that 
is the toughest test for any magi- 
cian, having someone look on from 
an angle slightly to the rear of the 
spot he is working. 

How do you explain it? 

T cannot. 

I just wonder, as I said over 
WOR just a few weeks back, wheth- 
er Neff has done the same thing on 
a stage someplace else, and if he 
has, why haven’t people written to 
me about it. Three other members 
of The Party Line panel have seen 
Neff perform at other times, but 
they have never seen a disappear- 
ing act. 

William Neff, I must say, is a 
man with tremendous talent, and 
what happened that day in a New 
York theater is something which 
puzzles me. However, I am still so 
much of a skeptic that I must con- 
tinue to search for his gimmick. 

And I’d like to close this first 
article by telling one more story 
about this man. 

We had just finished two and a 
half hours on WOR, and we were 
getting ready to have a coffee break. 
We usually have it around 2:30 
the morning to give everyone a 
chance to have a cup of coffee and 
a sandwich to break up the long 
grind. 

“You know, John,” Neff said, 
“Td like to try my hand at tele- 
portation since we have been dis- 
cussing it this morning.” 
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Well, I must admit I sort of smiled 
and said something like, “Sure, Mr. 
_ Neff, but why waste the coffee 
break doing tricks.” 

The panel members broke in and 
said, “Let him try it.” They thought 
like I did that we were going to 
witness some magical trick of a guy 
who makes a buck fooling people. 

“Have you a dollar bill?” Neff 
asked, and one was produced. “Mark 
down the serial number.” We all did. 

“T am going to see,” he went on, 
‘Sf I can teleport this -dollar bill 
from this studio to the next studio.” 

Our program comes from Studio 
Six, 24 floors above Times Square. 
Some 30 feet away, through four 
doors, is Studio Seven, which was 
vacant, 

I decided Mr. Neff was going to 
get the toughest test possible and 
if there was a gimmick involved we 
would soon find it. 

We cleared off the table in our 
regular studio and Neff put down 
the dollar bill. (We all checked the 
serial numbers on the bill several 
times after he put it there.) 

“Have you a small piece of pa- 
per?” he asked me. 

I got out some of the small sheets 
of paper we use for notes during 
the program and gave them to Neff. 
He took one and put-it over the 
dollar bill. During every moment, 
he was being watched carefully by 
_ myself and the panel members. 
“No,” he finally said, ‘“‘we’d bet- 
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ter use two pieces of paper on top.” 

Again we checked the serial num- 

bers on the dollars. They checked 
out. 2 

“T’m ready,” Neff said. 

“Tet’s go, then,” I said, and Neff 
walked out of the studio. Each pan- 
el member checked the dollar bill 
and its number, and walked out 
together, behind Neff. 

Now let me point out that dur- 
ing this entire experiment the dol- 
lar bill and the room where it was 
located was constantly under obser- 
vation. You see, the engineer in 
the control room must stay at his 
panel until relieved by another en- 
gineer. This is a strict rule at any 
radio station. And so the engineer 
remained in the control. room of 
Studio Six and through a large pane 
he could see the entire room. No 
one entered this room after we had 
left. 

Mr. Neff was waiting for us in 
the reception room between the two 
studios. We all walked on into Stu- 
dio Seven which had been entirely 
cleared out, except for a table and 
some chairs. 

“There,” said Neff, pointing to 
the table. 

I looked and saw a piece of paper. 

“Well,” I said with a smile, “that 
kind of paper is all over WOR. This 
proves nothing.” 

“Lift it up and see if there is any- 


thing underneath,” Neff said confi- 


dently. 
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I lifted up the paper and there 
was a dollar bill. 

The first thing I did, of course, 
was to check the serial numbers. 
I swear to you they checked exact- 
ly, each digit, its order and the let- 
ters of identification. 

The panelists all checked, too, 
and I must say they each looked a 
little shocked. This thing had left 
us all speechless and breathless. 

It had to be a trick .. . but still 
we had made the experiment under 
very exacting conditions. 

“A duplicate, a counterfeit bill?” 
someone suggested. 

We rushed back into Studio Six 
and there on the table were two 
pieces of paper—but no dollar bill! 

So there you have the story of 
William Neff. What do you think? 
Is there really something called tele- 
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portation and can it be accomplish- 
ed? 

Well, let me 
assure you that I have spent many 
a sleepless day (that’s the time we 
Night People try to catch a few 
winks) trying to get the answers.

HAVE BEEN a hypnotist for 

many years. For me the unusual 
is the commonplace; but one inci- 
dent, and one only, has haunted me 
through the years. Because of the 
significance and implications of the 
event I do not want to forget it. 

Death can steal away a person 
from the world you live in, but not 
from your mind and, because your 
mind retains the sound of the voice, 
the image of the person who is no 
more, that person lives. Resurrec- 
tion is possible in every sense of 
the word, but a resurrection visible, 
audible and substantial only to the 
mind that harbors the components 
of the human being now become 
dust. 
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This is the story of a sad little 
old lady who kept the ghost of her 
daughter alive for 20 years and 
because of her vibrant memory, be- 
cause of her love that would not 
accept death as a finality, the girl 
came back. 

How? Why? Not because the 
grieving mother had a good im- 
agination, not in a dream, not be- 
cause of an incense-filled room and 
hands joined around a table. This 
girl came back because I, a hypno- 
tist, dared meddle with the “pat- 
tern.” 

I was lecturing and conducting a 
school of hypnosis in Boston, Mass. — 
It was on November 10, 1952, a 
little before dark that I received a 
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phone call. Even now, seven years 
later, I remember the conversation 
almost verbatim: 

“Are you Alwyn Stevenson?” a 
woman’s voice asked. 

“T am,” I replied. 

“T want you to come and see me, 
please,” she said. “My name is 
Sylvia X——— and I must see you. 
I live at the Copley Plaza Hotel, 
Suite —.” 

I asked, “Will you tell me what 
you want to see me about?” 

“My daughter has been gone for 
almost 20 years and I want you to 
bring her back,” she said. 

I did not want to be rude to the 
lady. “Madam,” I said, “I am not 
the police, nor do I possess any 
powers that can divine where your 
daughter is. I hope you have luck 
in finding her.” 

“My daughter died 19 years and 
four months ago and I want you to 
bring her back,” the voice said. 
“Please come and see me...” 

Did you ever get a sudden chill? 

- When I hung up I wished for a mo- 
ment that I was not alone in that 
room, and that it wasn’t so quiet. 

I went to see Mrs. X for 
several reasons. There was an earn- 
estness in her voice—the voice of 
a woman well on in years—and I 
felt I might help her, although I 
had no idea how. I went too, be- 
cause my entire life had been spent 
dealing with the unusual, as a ma- 


gician, as a hypnotist, and because 
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of an insatiable curiosity that led 
me off beaten paths. I went also 
because the tiniest germ of an idea 
had stirred in my brain. 

Mrs. X— was well past 60, thin, 
soft spoken, pleasant; the kind of 
old lady that makes everyone think 
of their mother. I sat opposite her 
in the hotel room as she told me her 


-story. As far as I could judge she 


was intelligent, mentally alert, edu- 
cated and determined—very deter- 
mined. 

Death had robbed Mrs. X— of 
the only thing in life that had really 
mattered to her—her only daughter. 
A year before her daughter’s death, 
her husband, a man interested only 
in collecting money, had committed 
suicide. Since her daughter’s death 
Mrs. X— had only one wish, to 
have a glimpse, a sign, a signal from 
the beyond from her daughter. She 
had spent a great deal of money on 
mediums, metaphysicians and con- 
sultations with students of the oc- 
cult, all to no avail. I was the next 
in her long line of attempts to reach 
her daughter. Mrs. X— calmly told 
me that she knew nothing of hyp- 
nosis except what she had read, but 
perhaps a hypnotist could somehow 
take her mind to visit her daughter 
if it were not possible for her 
daughter to visit her. 

I told her it was possible. Pos- 
sible if she concentrated, gave me 
her full attention . . . isolated her- 
self from the world and did as I

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said .. . listened to what I said... 
believed what I said ... and most 
important of all trusted me com- 
pletely. I told her it might take a 
little while. I painstakingly explain- 
ed that her age was a possible de- 
triment to her becoming a good hyp- 
notice subject. Her mind, thought 
processes, in fact, her entire body 
had slowed down. It takes a sharp 
focus of thoughts and attention to 
become hypnotized. For her, it 
would take great effort but . . . pos- 
sible? Most definitely! 

The first attempt was a complete 
failure. She tried, but she listened 
rather than concentrated. Her com- 
panion, a Mrs. C—, was present for 
obvious reasons. I always insist on 
a third person being in the same 
room during hypnosis. The second 
and third attempts failed too. But 
Mrs. X—, as I have said, was de- 
termined and trying hard. There 
was a 50-50 chance but only time 
would tell. ; 

One month and one day later, 
after 31 unsuccessful attempts to 
hypnotize her, she completely suc- 
cumbed to suggestion. 

The night Jeanine, her daughter, 
came back—came back as far as 
Mrs. X— was concerned—was the 
night I had decided that even 
though it would be a great disap- 
pointment to Mrs. X— I would not 
attempt further to hypnotize her. 
At her insistence I had seen her 
every evening for 30 days, in the 
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presence of her companion and per- 
sonal maid I had attempted hyp- 
nosis. 

On this final attempt I used a 
specially prepared metronome, made 
so that its mirror passed a small 
circle of light across Mrs. X—’s 
eyes. I started the metronome and 
began to speak. The room was very 
quiet. It did not take long. Three 
minutes and some seconds later I 
was looking at the lax body of 
Mrs X—. She had succumbed at 
last to suggestion and was now a 
hypnotic subject. I made the tests 
. .. gave suggestions . . . awakened 
her . . . put her back to sleep... 
finally conditioned her to react 
quickly to any command I gave. I 
was now ready. I motioned to her 
companion for silence. That lady, 
as on every evening, was sitting 
silently by, skeptical, but patient. 
I weighed the question of possible 
strain on the heart and emotions of 
my subject should I bring back her 
dead daughter. But Mrs. X— I 
knew would experience nothing but 
unbounded joy. 

I wondered about the right and 
wrong of what I was about to do. 
I confess I began my suggestions 
with the eerie feeling that I was 
somehow invoking the Devil. 

“When you: awaken, you will see, 
sitting on the couch next to you, 
your daughter, as you last saw her 
— alive and well. You will see her 
as vibrantly alive as you have 
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wished to see her. You will be hap- 
py. You will have no fear. You will 
be able to see her, touch her, hear 
her, all in a lifelike dream, vivid 
in every detail. She will be with you 
for one minue this first visit. After 
that minute passes you will fall into 
a sound sleep —a comfortable, deep 
sleep and awaken when I command 
you to.” 

Mrs. X—’s face remained expres- 
sionless but my heart was pounding. 
I spoke again. 

“You will slowly awaken as I 
count to three. One... two... 
three.” 

Mrs. X— opened her eyes and 
turned slowly to the space beside 
her on the couch. A smile of inde- 
scribable joy illumined her face. Her 
eyes shone, her chest rose and fell 
as a joy seldom realized on this 

_earth all but overwhelmed her, The 
love of a mother for a long lost 
child was in her face 

Mrs. X— spoke. In a loud whis- 
per she said, “Jeanine.” 

Mrs. X— reached out and 
stroked, gently, lovingly, hair that 
I could not see. Mrs. X— leaned 
over and kissed her daughter. I 
saw a mother kiss a daughter. . I 
saw a mother hold a hand. . 
that did not exist. . .I saw a mother 
put her arms around nothing and 
hold it close...I saw the happiest 
woman in the world showing a 
heart full of love —and I felt the 
happiness. 
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Of the silent tears shed that 
moment, tears of happiness, a few 
were my own. I am not ashamed 
to admit it. 

Mrs. X— closed her eyes. Her 
smile faded. Her hands fell to her 
sides. She was sound asleep. The 
minute was up. There was no sound. 
The other woman in the room 


-dabbed at her eyes with a handker- 


chief. 

I was apprehensive lest Mrs. X— 
become a permanent resident of 
that other world I had created for 
her, lest she wrest herself away 
from me and escape into her Utopia 
...a world with only her daughter 
and herself in it. My commands 
had to be strong, explicit, correct. 
The chain between Mrs, X— and 
myself must not be broken. I had a 
tiger by the tail. I wanted to give 


Mrs. X— the happiness she had — 


just experienced but I did not want 
the situation to get out of hand. 

Mrs. X— was in a deep sleep. I 
gave the same suggestion again. I 
brought back Jeanine for a half hour 
...a half hour in which Mrs. X— 
spoke to her daughter, talked of 
her daughter’s pretty white dress. .. 
There were no questions of “Where 
have you been?” “Where do you 
stay?” It was as if her daughter 
had returned after only a short ab- 
sence. 

I finally waked Mrs. X— with 
the suggestion that she would re- 
member all she had experienced, 
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stressing the dream-like significance 
I thought it advisable the exper- 
ience should have for her. 

Mrs. X— awakened. Fully con- 
scious now, she smiled at me. And 
I think at that moment she loved 
me almost as she loved her daugh- 
ter. She took my hand wordlessly, 
looked up at me and said, “God 
bless you — and thank you.” 

Once a night for nearly a year 
Mrs. X—, her companion and I 


. met in that semi-darkened room. 


At the end of that time I stopped 
it — completely. I could take it no 
more. I am not a wise man and 
sometimes I wonder how far I am 
from being a fool. But the unreal 
was becoming too real. I got to 
know Jeanine. Her mother talked 
to her and to me. A “double three- 
some” existed. 


It was sometimes unnerving to 


sit and watch what was not there. 
The realism became too great. 

Mrs. X— would ask her daughter 
a question and then she would 
listen to the answer. I heard no an- 
swer but Mrs. X— did. It was 
stranger still to hear Mrs. X— sud- 
denly answer a question no one 
asked. I found myself looking con- 
stantly at the empty space on the 
couch—I found myself trying 
hard to see Jeanine. Once I saw 
Mrs. X—’s right hand leave her 
lap as if someone took it! Mrs. 
X— was reminiscing about years 
gone by and I saw the fingers of

It was cold 
along that Potomac River. We had 
small heaters in our tents. The new 
man in the tent had to be “tent 
watch” that night so it was up to 
me to see that there was heat in the 
tent when the rest of the men re- 
turned. It was New Years Eve and 
they were out celebrating. 

The coal bucket was empty and 
the coal was in the cellar of the bar- 
racks. I picked up that bucket and 
started down the company street to 
the cellar doorway. When I was 
about halfway there, I was stricken 
with such a horrible fear that I 
cried out, “My God, I’ll be in hell 
before morning.” I had always 
bragged that I knew no such thing 
as fear but, believe me, I was afraid 
then. I had rejected any and all 
arguments designed to persuade me 


to become a Christian. I believed 


in neither God nor Jesus. But much 
as Jesus had come to Saul of Tar- 
sus He now showed me where I was 
headed. 

I stamped my foot and went on 
into the barracks cellar and got the 
coal. I returned to the tent, put 
coal on the fire and sat there on a 
box reading, as I remember, a 
Saturday Evening Post.

UFO: 
The FITZGERALD REPORT 


On the morning of September 21, 
1958, Mrs. William Fitzgerald of Shef- 
field Lake, Ohio, and her 10-year-old 
son- witnessed a UFO hovering in 
their front yard. Others in the area 
saw strange phenomena which con- 
firmed the existence of an unusual 
object. The UFO was described as 20 
feet in diameter and seven feet high, 
maneuvering in a manner that strong- 
ly suggested intelligent direction. Be- 
cause of the authenticity of the sight- 
ing, and because the UFO was seen 
under such excellent conditions—it 
was within 10 feet.of the witnesses 
at one time—the Air-Force was ask- 
ed to make an official investigation.

The letter containing 
the AF explanation is reproduced 
complete, together with an analysis 
showing that it was physically im- 
possible to account for the sighting 
as the AF did. The questions asked 
of the witness by the intelligence men 
are reproduced in full.
